Applicant thanks the Examiner for the courteous interview conducted on January 9, 2006, 
and the helpful comments provided therein. In the Interview, the Examiner agreed that an 
amendment to Claim 1 to recite that the claimed transdermal delivery system is formulated in the 
absence of alcohol would be allowable. The Examiner also agreed to permit Applicant to submit 
additional claims directed to the delivered agent has a molecular weight of 1000 daltons or more. 
Applicant agreed to remove the term "delivery agent" from the claims and the specification, and 
to substitute it therewith the term "delivered agent." Applicant also agreed to cancel claims 
directed to treatment of Alzheimer's disease and cancer.
